Doctor Arrives. 


A burn tan? result from excessive 


heat applied in any way—hot air or hot 
water, steam, flarno or elenfcrioity—or 
even from extreme cold. Tbe injury re- 
sulting from coiitact with hot water or 
steam is usually called a scald, but ia 
practically tbe same in its results us a 
| bum. 


Surgeons speak of different degnies 


of a bum, according to the amount of 
tissue destroyed by it. Tbns a barn of 
tbe first degree is one that simply red- 
rleus and irritates the skill; a burn of 
the second degree is one that causes 
nctnnl inflammation of the skin with 
the formation of blisters, -while a bnru 
of the third degree destroys tbe skin 
nnd more or less of tho flesh beneath it, 


[ or even chars aud kills nil the tissues, 
iuclndiug tbe bone itself. 


The effects of a burn depend partly 


upou its degree, bnt uot entirely, for n 
barn oven of tbo first degree may cause 
, death if it involves u very large portion 
of (ho snrfnce of the\>ody. This it does 


( by interfering vjith the necessary »s- 
crotiou of waste matter which is con- 
stantly taking place through tbe skin. 


A curious effect of a severe bum in 


uiiy part of the body is nlceration of 
! tbe bowels following very intense con- 
1 gestion of the entire digestive caual. 
The bronchial tubes and the lungs are 
sometimes injured by the inhalation cf 
•steam or very hot air, but aveu apart 
from such an accident a person who has 
been burned about tho chest or back is 
very liable to have an attack of bron- 
chitis or pneumonia iu consequence. 


The first thing to be done in the case 


ot n burn of uiiy degree is to stop the ' 
'pain. This should be done not only from 
| the natural impulse to relievo suffering, 
! but because the shock resulting from 
the injury may be so greatly increased 
by the agony as to cause the death of 
the patient, even when tho burns m 
themselves would not do FO. 


Covering the part with any bland 


substance, such as olive oil, \aselino, 
sweet hotter or flour paste, to keep off 
the air will often afford great relief, 
nud in burns of tho first degree nothing 
more may be needed. Carron oil, the 
name given to a mixture of equal quan- 
tities of linseed oil and limowater, was 
formerly and is still in many workshops 
the favorite application for a burn. 
Better still is bicarbonate of soda (cook- 
ing boda) or raloiued magnesia, made 
into an ointment with vaseline or lard 
01 dusted thickly over the skiu.
